WINISTER PORTER NOT INFORMED OF

nome, April18.—Up to noon to-day it has 
been impossible to learn anything further 
concerning the report that the Italian Cabinet 
had decided to request United States Minister 
porter to leave Rome in case no reply to 
premier Rudini’s last note is received from 
secretary Blaine by to-morrow. Officials are 
reticent, and journalists are unable to secure 
definite confirmation ordenial, At the Amer- 
ican Legation nothing can be learned. Min- 
ister Porter has heard nothing except what 
he has gained from the papers. 

In well informed circles the prevafling 
opinion, as nearly as one can gather It, is 
that the Premier will not proceed to extrem- 
ities at this juncture. It is argued that what- 
ever beneficial effect such a display of 
vigor might havein increasing the popular- 
ity of the presentCabinet it must be only tem- 
porary, inasmuch as it would leave the New 
Orleans incident farther from settlement 
than ever, while the American Government 
would doubtless be so irritated by the Italian 
policy asto makeany settlement impossible. 

While the prevailing opinion thus is that 
Marquis Di Rudini will not take the rash step 
reported to be in contemplation, the report 
still continues to show some vitality. Word 
comes from Paris that the Journal des Debats 
this morning prints &@ dispatch from its Rome 
correspondent, reasoning that the Italian 
Government had really threatened to give the 
United States Minister his passports unless 
Secretary Blaine replied by to-morrow. But 
it is believed here that the correspondent of 
the Debates was simply repeating the report 
in circulation here Saturday and had no fur- 
ther authority therefor. 


THE STORY OF MANUEL POLITZ, 


STATEMENT MADE BY THE SICILIAN TO THE NEW 
ORLEANS DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 

New ORLEANS, La., April 138.—The Grand- 
jury, in its forthcoming report upon the 
Hiennessy murder and the deaths of the 
Itallan suspects in the parish prison will 
probably give tothe publicthe confession of 
Manuel Politz,who was one of the men killed. 
Hie was hanged outside the jail. He was an 
interesting man. He was of medium height, 
slender, but strong, and had firm Unes in his 
fac He was calm and sturdy, cool and 
nervous, reasonable and raging, in such 
outek suctession that the city wondered what 
manner of man he was. Sometimes he 
seemed tobe on the border ofinsanity. He 
quicker, however, than any of the 
to see the rising tide of indig- 
nation. Feeling that its demand of blood 
for blood would prove tirresistible in the 
case, he made up his mind to turn traitor to 
his comrades and earn clemency by betraying 
them. He held aloof fromthem in prison 
and in court, brooded much in solitude and 
soon afterthe trial began clamored wildly 
for the privilege of telling Just what weighed 
on him. The statement he made. never 
reached the jury. The State claimed that 
while Politz incriminated others he pro- 
tested his own itnnocence; and, besides, 
there were contradictions in his confession 
which would destroy its value. There was 
strong evidence against Politz and it was de- 
cided to hold him a prisoner. 

TERRORIZED BY THE MAFIA, 


Notwithstanding his seeming lack of rea- 
eon. the Sicilian understood this well. An- 
other terror grew upon him—a fear greater 
thanthatofthelaw. It wasthe vengeance 
ofthe Mafia. Yolitz’ confession was made to 
the District Attorney. He said:

9:30 in the evening Mr. Flynn was seen to en- 
terthe duilding and he did not leave until 
2:30 in the morning. His object, from the best 
information at , Was toprepare Politz 
for the witness-stand in the morning. The 
result was evidently not satifactory. Mr. 
Flynn looked worried, and spent the greater 
portion of the morning én looking for Politz’ 
brother. The latter was probably required 
to assistin placing him in the mood to tell 
his complete story to the Court. Politz’ 
brother was never found. Had he been found 
his presence in court would have created a 
sensation andthe State would have deemed 
him a revelation to strengthen its case. 

It is said that there was a close resemblance 
between the brothers, except that the miss- 
ing Politz had a small black mustache, while 
Politz’ claim was that his upper lip was 
always closely shaven. Had his brother been 
produced the witnesses might have identified 
him as the man at the killing and Politz 
would have been the most important witness 
for the State. Perhaps the brother antici- 
pated some such denouement, and, fearing 
\the result, sought safety, He is said to have 
returned to Italy. 

HIS COURAGE FAILED. 
There was another sensational incident on 


j the morning of March 11 in the office of the 


criminal sheriff, where Politz had temporary 
quarters, Mr. Flynn, after having been at 
work on the case most of the night, entered 
the bullding at 7:30 o’clock. He went at once 
to the place and found his client very quiet 
and apparently sound in body and tranquil 
in mood, Flynn § said, **Good morn- 
ing.’’ There was a pause of a few moments 
and Politz called his attorney over and 
asked him to bend over his head. To the 
surprise of those present Politz said in En- 
glish, a language of which he had pretended 
ignorance: ‘‘I want to whisper in your ear.’’ 
Mr. Flynn complied and placed his ear close 
to his client’s mouth. Somebody warned the 
lawyer that it might bea ruse by which his 
ear would suffer. Mr. Flynn’s only reply was 
to place his gloved hand near his eye, but 
Politz again said in pure English: ‘‘You need 
not fearme. Ino hurt you.’’ Then Politz, 
ina collected manner, continued;. ‘‘Place 
me on the witness stand to-day and 
I will tell all I know.’’ Mr. Fiynn 
replied that he could not do that 
but if Politz wished to makea statement all 
he had to do was to rise in court, express the 
wish to testify, and the court would then 
doubtless permit the lawyer to place the 
Sicilian on the stand as he desired. Soit was 
understood that Politz was to startle the 
court dnd the community that day. The 
court opened. Politz was at the bar, so was 
Mr. Flynn. The trial was reopened. He was 
anxious and he seemed to feel the time had 
come. He arose and faced the court. There 
wasahush. Politg appeared calm enough. 
Suddenly a look of intense terror overspread 
his features. Then cameacry. These were 
the only werds Politz spoke and they were in 
Italian: ‘‘Scaffedi killed the Chief.’’ 

Then the luckless Sicilian fell face forward 
upon the floor. He was never again in condi- 
tion to testify. From that moment the policy 
of Mr. Flynn changed and the legal defense 
of Politz began. 

In justice to Matranga, one of the suspects 
mentioned by Politz, itis but fair to say that 
no connection with the Mafla was proved 
upon thetrial. Another name mentioned by 
Politz and not includedin the above state- 
ment was that of a well-known Italian fruit 
importer, who has never been mentioned in 
connection withthe case except as having 
been seen in company with some of the ac- 
cused ata place and time not connected with 
the killing of Hennessy. 


BLAINE IS SERENE. 


NO UNEASINESS OVER ITALY’S BELLIGERENT 
ATTITUDE. 

WASHINGTON, D. ©., April 138.—Secretary 
Blaine said this morning there were no new 
developments in Italian matters. There 
is no apparent uneasiness in official 
circles over the attitude of the 
Italian Premier, the general impression be- 
ing that his threats against the United 
States are made entirely for ‘‘home con- 
sumption’’ and for political effect. 

The President is going ahead with his prep- 
arations for a tour of the South and West and 
gives no outward signs of uneasiness over the 
situation. There Is little significance attached 
to the rumors from Rome. Mr. Blaine is 
communicating with Minister Porter and pre- 
sumably is kept advised of occurrences there. 
It is not believed here that our Minister will 
be tendered his passports to-morrow... 


THE KILLING JUSTIFIABLE, 


HON. EDWARD J. PHELPS DISCUSSES THE NEW 
ORLEANS LYNCHING. 
NEw HAVEN, Conn., April 13.—The Hon. 
Edward J. Phelps, who was minister to Eng- 
land during Cleveland’s administration and 
is professor of international law in Yale Uni- 
versity, says: ‘‘ldojnot care to express any 
opinion about the diplomatic acts of our 
Government. I think that Italy’s course has 
shown undue precipitancy. The killing of 
those men in New Orleans was justifiable, in 
my view ofit, by the circumstances leading 
uptoit. Ithink that the effect,on the whole, 
may bea goodone. It may serve as a rebuke 
to inefficient courts and juries. In that and 
other parts of the country sO 
many murderers are let off scot free 
that it has become almost a matter of course 
for them to escape punishment, except in 
cases where the whole community is aroused 
and makes justice its own particular active 
concern. Courts will not be respected so 
long as their members are vulgarized by de- 
pendence upon political trading in manage- 
ment for positions of power. If this were not 
so there would be fewer lynchings. After 
all, the recourse tothe might of the people, 
deplorable as are its incidents and conse- 
quences at times, is a penalty which we pay 
for our greater freedom of government. 
Ours, on the whole, is the best political sys- 
tem in the world. Our people are happier 
than any other, andthe manly self-reliance, 
which is one of the characteristics of freedom, 
is worth the payment of a very dear price.’’

THE KAISER’S PLANS 


How the French Fleet Will Be Destroyed 
in the Next War. 


FRONTIER FORTRESSES TO BE In- 
SPECTED BY THE EMPEROR.

Further Indications of the GComing Con- 
flict—Movements of Russian Troops in 
Europe—Red Cross Exhibition—Aus- 
tria’s Problem—American Pork—Lady 
Zetland in Ireland—Foreign News. 


Lonpown, April 18.—A Paris dispatch says 
that the French naval authorities express 
themselves as much amused at the Kaiser’s 
proposition that in the next war the German 
fleet should destroy the enemy by one great 
coup. The French are confident of being able 
to maintain their maratime superiority to the 
Germans, whatever may be the case on land, 
and a leading admiral is credited with the 
remark that very few of Germany’s vessels 
would survive the coup; that it would be 
another ’Lissa and with more disastrous con- 
sequences to Germany than that battle 
was to Italy. In other quarters the 
Kaiser’s remarks are accepted as indicatin 
a set purpose to provoke a conflict wi 
France and Russia, andatno distant date. 
The manufacture of armsin France for the 
Russian Army is being hastened, and the 
Russian forces will soon be completely 
equipped with the most modern weapons of 
destruction. It is said that the Ozar’s grati- 
fication with the promptitude and perfection 
of the French manufacture of repeating ri- 
fies forthe Russian army was one of his mo- 
tives for decorating President Carnot with 
the Order of St. Andrew. 

The report that the Kaiser has given up his 
hunting programme, which had been fully 
determined upon, and placés and dates ar- 
ranged,in order to visit the fortresses of 
Alsace-Lorraine, is not regarded asa sign of 
peace. It is said that the Kaiser desires to 
inspect for himself the condition of Ger- 
many’s frontier defences in the direction of 
France, and that later he will make a similar 
tour on the Russian frontier. There is no 
disguising the fact that the almost universal 
impression prevails in Germany that war is 
near at hand, and no official assurances can 
remove the impression. 

The Servian Skupshtina has adjourned after 
voting a credit of 10,000,000 francs for the pur- 
chase of new guns. 

Appropriate to the spirit of the times is the 
proposition to hold in Leipsic a Red Cross ex- 
hibition. It will include, among other things, 
all appliances for cooking and preparing the 
food for armies in the fleld. The best method 
of feeding troops, both in peace and war, is 
to be shown, and special attention will be 
given to field bakers, steam kitchens and the 
equipment and care of troops in the fleld and 
in the colonies. 

The Russian Government is massing in- 
fantry, artillery and cavalry along the east- 
ern frontier on the nube,and great uneasi- 
ness is feltand publicly expressed in diplo- 
matic circles. A political war is said to exist 
between Ru ssiap agents. 


AUSTRIA’S PROBLEM. 


DIFFICULTIES WHICH COUNT TAAFE WILL HAVE 
TO OVERCOME. 
' VIENNA, April18.—The meeting of the Aus- 
trian Reichsrath was attended with 
more than usual interest. The fact that old 
party arrangements are broken up and that 
no party has a majority is the problem 
that confronts Count Taafe. The young 
Czechs, after their victory in Bohemia, are 
clamoring to make that country entirely 
Slav, while the GermanDs, who 
form the better part of the com- 
munity, and in fact constitute the respectable 
trading and middle class,are equally resolute 
not to be crushed by the majority. In this 
the Germans of Bohemia have sympathy of 
their fellow Germans in Austria and the 
young Crechs would stand alone in the em- 
pire in the event of an appeal to 
force. Count Taafe, itis believed, will effect 
acombDination of the German Liberals and 
the Galician Poles, and endeavor to carry 
out the necessary . legislation. Count 
Taafe has one important advantage in 
that the Austrian Cabinet depends, not upon 
Parliament but upon the Emperor for conti- 
nuity in power, and that Francis Joseph, 
though not usually disposed to interfere with 
the course of legisiation, has never hesitated 
in a crisis and has become, on occasion, 
as aristocratic as the German Kaiser, or 
even as the Ozar. It wasthus that he re- 
cently stamed out, by a personal flat, the 
Hungarian opposition to the Austro-German 
commercial treaty and heis known to be 
even more positively opposed to the aggres- 
sive character of the young Ozech move- 
ment. 
FOR THE WORLD’S FAIR. 

The report ofthe Art and Trades Associa- 
tion to Marquis Von Bacquehem, Minister of 
Commerce in response tothe invitation of the 
Government of the United States asking that 
Austro-Hungary be represented at the 
Worla’s Fair in Chicago, was presented to- 
day. Thereport emphasizes the desire of 
Austrian manufacturers to participate and 
urges as an indispensable condition of such 
participation that the artists and manufac- 
turers should be officially supported by the 
Imperial Government in their efforts to send 
to the United States a creditable representa- 
tion of Austrian works of art and articles of 
manufacture. The report also requests the 
Government to bring pressure to bear upon 
the Government ofthe United States to se- 
cure the removal or modification of the Mc- 
Kinley tariff’ measures, especially such of 
them as were made law by the passage of the 
McKinley customs administrative bill. 


AMERICAN PORK, 


GERMANY IN NO HASTE TO REMOVE RESTRIC- 
TIONS—BERLIN TOPICS. 
BERLIN, April 18.—Germany is in no hurry 
to remove the restrictions from American 
pork. The Government has given no definite 
promise as to the time when the restrictions 
will be removed and the commercial treaty 
with Austro-Hungary, when ratified, is ex- 
pected to open the door for an unlimited sup- 
ply of pigs from the Balkins by way of Hun- 
gary. It is suggested in Berlin that the delay 
is attributable to a desire to let the Hungarian 
have a chance to answer the demand of Ger- 
many for imported pork, and that meantime 
the German Government will delay action as 


other. 


A GENERAL TO RETIRE. 

Gen. Albedyll, Commander of the Eleventh 
Army Oorps, who was decorated by the 
Kaiser last week with the Order of the Black 
Eagle, is about to retire from the army 
and settle near Pottsdam. He entered 
the army fifty years ago this April, and 
although not accounted one of the bril- 
liant commanders, he has done faithful and 
effective service. 

THE OLD CATHEDRAL. 

The Kaiser has concluded to remove the old 
cathedral at Berlin and have a new one 
erected as soon as possible, and it is hoped 
that the work may be taken in hand next 
autumn by the pulling down of the existing 
building and clearing the site fof the new and 
more splendid edifice.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEVYS. 


THE APPEAL OF NEWFOUNDLAND—ESCAPED TO 
THE CONTINENT—CURRENT TOPICS. 

LONDON, April 18.—The Times this morning 
expresses the belief that the Newfound- 
land delegates will be permitted to present 
their appeal at the bar of the House of Com- 
mons, but that it is hardly prebable that they 
will be able to change the tmtentions of the 
Government with respect to the alleged 
grievances in connection with the United 
States. 

The paper also believes it would be the part 
of wisdom for Newfbundiand to cultivate 
friendship with Canada and amalgamate the 
interests of the provinces. The Times adds 
that in a convention between Canada and the 
United States, for the conclusion of which 
there seems a fair chance next autumn, there 
may possibly be contained clauses of suffi- 
cient value to Newfoundland to prove a heal- 
ing balm to all her wounds.

Preparations for the President’s Tour 
Through the South. 


THE RESIGNATION OF TREASURER HUS- 
TON ACCEPTED TO-DAY. 


Official Correspondence—His Successor 
Not Named—Polk Talks of the Future 
of the Alliance—Crisp’s Strength for 
the Speakership—The New Torpedo 
Boat—Department Matters. 


WASHINGTON, D.OC., April 18 —The train in 
which President Harrison and party will 
leave Washington to-night for a tour through 
the South and West arrived here last night 
from the Pullman shops in Wilmington, Del., 
where each of the five cars has been 
thoroughly overhauled and refitted. The ex- 
terior of each car is painted in Pullman 
standard color, with lettering and ornamen- 
tation in gold, One caris inscribled ‘‘The 
Presidential Train.’’ Next to the locomotive 
was the car ‘‘Atazalan,’’ where are the li- 

brary and smoker,with a large compartment 
for the storage of baggage at 
the end. The library and smoker is 
upholstered in seal-brown plush. Behind the 
** Atazalan’’was the dining car;‘‘Coronado,’’ 
which, besides a dining car, contains a ton- 
sorial department and bath. The woodwork 
of the dining-room Is painted white and the 
upholstering is in red plush. Next was the 
sleeper ‘‘New Zealand,’’ upholstered in steel 
frieze plush, which was followed by the 
drawing-room car ‘‘Ideal,’’ containing one 
large apartment exquisitely upholstered in 
white hair and the woodwork painted white. 
At the rear end of the train was the 
observation car ‘‘Vacuum,’’ containing six 
small drawing-rooms, each upholstered 
in silk plush of a different color, and 
the woodwork of none painted alike, and an 
observation room, the large windows of the 
latter filled with fine French plate glass. 
The ample platform of this room ts inclosed 
by a richly wrought and highly polished rail- 
ing of brass. All of the cars have vestibules, 
and the carpets and curtains of the several 
rooms are handsome and of the finest 
texture. Bach car has a triple brake, and in 
allthe new water pressure system has been 
introduced. 

General Passenger Agent Hardwick of the 
Georgia Pacific Division, who will travel with 
the presidential train until it leaves the Rich- 
mond & Danville system, says that great 
preparations are being made in the Southern 
cities that the President will visit to show 
him what Southern hospitality means. 

**When the train reaches the Alabama 
line,’’ said Mr. Hardwick, ‘*Gov. Jones will 
welcome the President to the State. All the 
towns between Atlanta, Ga.,and Birming- 
ham, Ala., will haveon holiday dress. At 
Anniston, which is one of the prettiest of the 
new cities of the South, the display will be 
particularly elaborate. The schedule of the 
trip proposes a five hours’ stay in Birming- 
ham, and a committee offifty has been ap- 
pointed to take charge ofthe demonstration 
in the President’s honor. Thereisto bea 
review of the military by the President, who 
will be shown the city under the most favora- 
ble auspices.

RAILWAY NEWS. 


A Suprise to the OCommission—Bonus to 
the Canadian Pacific. 


DES MorNngEs,Io.,April13.—Judge Holmes ha 
rendered a decision in the Leslie Station case, 
involving the power of the Raflway Commis- 
sion to enforce its orders through the medium 
ofthe courts. The case was dismissed, being 
a decided victory for the railway company 
and a surprise to the commission. 

On the line of the Des Moines & Kansas City 
are the two stations, Osceola and Van Wert, 
fourteen miles apart. At the former point 
the C., B. & Q. crosses, and at the latter the 
Keokuk & Southwestern. About midway be- 
tween these points was Leslie, also a side 
track called Phillipsburg, north of Leslie. 

The railroad company claimed that there 
was more business at Phillipsburg than at 
Leslie; also that it found business was leav- 
ing that station to go to Van Wert. There- 
fore, the company concluded to close the 
station at Leslie, and to open a new one 
further South, 

The citizens appealed to commissioners, 
who decided that the station must be re- 
opened. The company refused on the ground, 
first, that the railway commissioners had no 
power to make such order; second, that the 
court has. no jurisdiction to enforce the 
order, and, third, that the company was not 
guilty of failure to perform its public duty. 
On the two law points the court sustained the 
commissioners, On the last question of fact 
it did not. 


BONUS TO THE CANADIAN PACIFIC. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, April 13.—An impor- 
tant deal between the local government 
and the Canadian Pacific Rallway Oo. 
provides that the Government shall give 
a cash bonus to the company of $150,000, 
and the company agrees to construct a line 
to the Souri coal flelds, a little beyond the 
western boundary of the province, and also 
extend two other of its branches, adding 150 
miles to their provincial service, Premier 
Greenway yesterday received from Hugh 
Sutherland, Presidentofthe Hudson’s Bay 
, Railway Co., a formal acceptance of the con- 
ditions imposed by the Government In rela-

AN ARMED PEACE. 


Troops Necessary to Prevent an Out 
break in the Coke Region. 


FEAR OF VIOLENCE PREVENTS A RE- 
SUMPTION OF WORE, 


The Withdrawal of the Militia a Day to 
Be Dreaded—Hunger and Want Among 
the Army of Unemployed Coke Work- 
ers—Lockouts in San Francisco—Labor 


News. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 13.—Gen. Wiley is by 
no means confident that all trouble in the 
coke region is at an end, Bloodshed and vio- 
lence, is quite sure, will result if the 
troops are withdrawn. Therefore, he 
thinks, the soidiers may expecta long siege 
inthe mountains. Gen. Wiley came down 
from Mount Pleasant yesterday and spent the 
day intown. In an interview he said: 
**Everything is quiet at present in the coke 
regions, but that indication Is due wholly to 
the presence of the troops. The strikers are 
cowed by the uniforms and arms of the sol- 
diers and will offer no violence solong 
as they remain. The presence of the troops 
is essentiqgto peace up there, The Governor 
is anxious to maintain order, and as he is 
kept advised of the situation, I am sure he 
will not endanger life and property by re- 
calling the troops. Foras soon as they are 
withdrawn there will be an outbreak. Of 
that Iam confident. 

**There are several thousand men in the 
coke regions who are anxious to go to work, 
but who fear to doso. They are not afraid of 
personal violence while under the protection 
of the guard, but fear that their homes would 
not safe. Therefore they remain idle, 
though hunger and want cause great suffer 
ingamongthem. They are assured protec- 
tion, but they know what they would be sub- 
jected to besides actual violence. They would 
be apnoyed until their lives becamea burden, 
Whirerever they turned they would findan ob- 
Stacie that caused them annoyance, though 
they were not Injured. 

**Besides these men who are anxious to 
work there are thousands of others who 
would be compelled to work despite every- 
thing, if they were not under the especial 
protection of the strikers. As long as they 
are fed and cared for, they don’t care about 
tolling. But how long can the strikers con- 
tinue their work of supporting these men isa 
question. As soon as they fail they will find 
the men drifting back to work in such num- 
bers that the strike will seem to be broken at 
least. Thatisthe time I dread. It will oc- 
casion strife that will result in the loss of life 
and great destruction of property Ithink. I 
truly hope the day is far off when such will 
occur, but to my mind it surely will come un- 
less the labor trouble is amicably settled.’’ 


Rumors of proposed raids on the Jimtown, 
Alice and other plants were in circulation 
last night, but they proved groundless. At 
Bessemer to-day there wasamass meeting 
attended by 1,000 strikers. The speakers ad- 
vised the men to stand firm and assured them 
if they did victory would soon be theirs. 

John Nugent of Ohio was the orator of the 
day. He told the strikers to respect the 
National Guards, as they protected the 
strikers as well as the operators. 

**Thank God,’’ he said, ‘‘there are 10,000 
in Ohio, and we have a Governor who will 
send them here, the same as he did 
tothe sufferers from the Johnstown flood. 
[Cheers.] You can live in these tents, get 
what you want to eat, and tell Tommy Linch 
that he does not own the Ohio tents, and he 
can’t put you out of them.’’ 

During Nugent’s speech an excited Slav 
saw three men drawing coke at the ovens 
and he wanted the crowd to go down and 
stopthem. Hewas quieted after a while, 
but the affair created considerable exclite- 
ment. 

A Scottdale special says there was a bad 
break in the strikers’ ranks at the Painters 
works this morning, eighty men resuming 
work, 


LAROR TROUBLES IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 13.—Seventy- 
five contractors and builders met Saturday 
to consider what action should be taken in 
regard to the proposed boycott of trades 
unions on iron work manufactured by non- 
union foundries. Resolutions were adopted 
protesting against boycotts and a commlit- 
tee was appointed to effecta permanent or- 
ganization of employes to resist unreasonable 
demands of trade unions. 

Besides the Association of builders, another 
combination of employers is being formed, 
in which over one hundred million dollars 
capital is represented. This association is 
for the stated purpose of protecting em- 
ployers against unjust demands of labor 
ulons, but will not touch the wage question, 
A week ago the shoemakers in a prominent 
factory went on.a strike because the firm in- 
troduceda lasting-machine. As no settle- 
ment could be arranged three other firms, 
comprising the Shoe Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, have declared a lock-out. One thou- 
sand men, women and boys are thus thrown 
out of employment. 


EUROPE’S REFUSE. 


Steamship Companies Complain of the 
New Immigration Law. 

New YorK, April 13.—The steamship com- 
panies have finally awakened to a realization 
that the new immigration law its to be en- 
forced. Saturday a meeting of representa- 
tives of all the principal steamship lines was 
held to consider the situation. Col. Weber 
was invited to be present and he accepted, 
The steamship company agents made the 
point that the lines were under contract with 
such passengers as they took to land them in 
this country, and if the people were not al- 
lowed to land the companies were Mable to 
an action for breach of contract in the coun- 
tries from whose ports the steamers sailed, 
Further, they said that they had no facilities 
for restraining immigrants from landing 
who had been placed on board their ships for 
return to the ports whence they came. They

Maryland. 


g0BBERY SUPPOSED TO HAVE BEEN THE 
INCENTIVE TO THE CRIME, 


Boy Shot by a Negro Over a Game of Oraps 
—Lynched by a Mob-—A Noted Horse- 
thief in Jail—Thé Pistol as a Factor in 
Base Ball— The Daily Record of 


Crime. 


LANCASTER, Pa., April 18.—A terrible mur- 
ger occurred in Cecil County, MarYland, near 
the Lancaster County (Pennsylvania) line 
early this morning. Granville Richards, an 
employe of the Custom-house in Baltimore, 
andhis wife were murdered by two masked 
assassins. Mrs, Richards was awakened 
by a noise in the room and 
without arousing her husband she got upto 
investigate matters. Asshe got out of her 
bed arevolver was discharged in the room 
and she fell to the floor shot in the” back of 
the neck. The report of the weapon 
and ~=és«étth® screams of his wife 
awoke Richards, who made a rush for where 
nis wife lay prostrate. Ashe did so he was 
shot twice in the stomach, and he sank to the 
foor by his wife’s side. The shooting 
was done by two men, who had 
gained access to the house. Both rushed from 
the house after committing the crime and 
made theirescape. It was some time before 
the neighbors learned of the affair, but when 
they did physicians were summoned and 
everything possible done for Mr. Richards 
and his wife, who are well- 
known and very hiehly respected 
inthe community in whichthey live. The at- 
tending physicians state that there is abso- 
jutely no hope forthe recovery of either of 
them, the assassins having done their deadly 
work well. It is supposed that the men who 
committed the crime had visited the house to 
purglarize it. The county is now being 
scoured in search of them. 


AT A GAME OF CRAPS, 


BOY SHOT BY A NEGRO GAMBLER—LYNCHED BY 
oa A MOB—OTHER CRIMES, 

LirTLe Rock, Ark., April 18.—A bloody row 
occurred this morning between qa dozen or 
more negroes at Faucett Bros.’ saloon, Ar- 
genta, directly across the river. The leading 
crap game of the town is conducted 
atthis saloon, which does a thriving busi- 
ness day and night.About 2 o’clock this morna- 
ingthere wasa dispute overthe ownership 
of a 6-cent check by a couple of crap players, 
one of whom, John Jones, drew a razor and 
attempted to use it upon the negro who took 
the check. The latter, who is a 
stranger, whipped out a revolver and 
fred at Jones. The ball missed the crap 
player and entered the heart of Bobbie Rich- 
ardson, a youth 18 years ofage, and an em- 
ploye of Faucett Bros. After the killing 
ofthe boy a general fight occurred among 
the negroes, in which several were badly but 
not seriously bruised. The negro who did 
the shooting is still at large. 


A NEGRO MURDERER LYNCHED. 

ROANOKE, Va., April 14.~—Alexander Foote, 
the negro who murdered J.J. Meadows at 
Bluefield, W. Va., last Tuesday morning, was 
taken from jail at Princeton, Mercer County, 
Va., Saturday night and hanged to atree 
back of the village school-house. Heavy 
snow fellat Bluefield on Monday night, and 
about 2 o’clock on Tuesday morning two 
negroes entered the box of Watchman 
Meadows, near Bluefield, and asked to be 
allowed to warm themselves. When they 
were warm the watchman asked the negroes 
to leave. Foote drew a revolver and 
fred, the ball striking Meadows 
over the left eye and penetrating 
the brain. The negroes fied immediately 
and Foote attempted to board a freight train. 
The conductor discovered him and ordered 
him off. Foote fired three times at the con- 
ductor, but without effect. Detective Bald- 
win, who lives near by, heard the firing and 
hastened tothe scene, and was fired at by 
the feeing negro, who knew him. Several 
shots were exchanged between the negro 
and the detective, but the negro escaped. 

On ‘Tuesday morning Miss Cappri, who 
teaches school near Ingleside, seven miles 
from Bluefield,was riding horseback to school 
onaccount of the de@p snow. She took a 
negro boy along to bring back the horse. She 
saw Foote hurrying through Bluefield and sent 
the boy back to tell her brother, who soon 
Overtook Foote and captured him. He wasac- 
companiea to jail by a strong guard. Parties 
of men from Biuefield followed before and be- 
hind and were scattered in the woods along 
the roadside waiting for an opportanity to 
iilhim. On Tuesday Foote set fire to the jail. 
The other prisoners raised an alarm. They 
were taken out and water carried to Foote. 
Hie was told to put the fire out or take the 
consequences. He decided to be burned. 
The fre was, however, put out. About forty 
men left Bluefield last evening for Prin@@ton. 
They demanded the keys from the sheriff and 
gottheirman. He was taken toa convenient 
tree and hanged.

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MINISTERS ANGRY. 


—_— 


They Denounce the “Republic’s” Scheme 
to Enter Them Into Competition. 


STRONG RESOLUTIONS PASSED BY THE 
METHODIST EPISCOPAL PREACHERS. 


The Attempt to Increase the Circulation of 
a Sabbath Paper atthe Expense of Re- 
ligious People Meets With Prompt Re- 
sentment—A Minister’s View—The Gen- 
eral Feeling. 


The Methodist ministers had a meeting this 
morning and denounced the scheme of the 
Republic to Grag the ministers of the city into 
a voting contest wherein the prizes are to be 
a trip to Europe and another to Palestine for 
the two most popular ministers. Wishing, if 
possible, to attract attention to itself, the 
Republic conceived the scheme of adopting 
second handed an enterprise which the Post- 
DISPATCH carried through successfully, but 
then the question of popularity lay be- 
tween the school teachers. The 
mimic reproduction of the POSsT- 
DISPATCH scheme endeavors to bring men 
of the cloth into the contest, and the minis- 
ters are naturally averse to being 
placed before the community In any such 
attitude. The scheme is to have the minis- 
ters voted for on ballots which are printed in 
the Sunday paper with the hope of arousing 
contentions in the various congregations, 
imagining thateach would like tosee its own 
pastor the successful winner in the contest 
and the recipient of a trip abroad, 
and thus would a Sunday edition of 
a paper which dare not make known its cir 
culation became somewhat familiar to the 
readers of newspapers in 8t. Louis. Their 
scheme lost all its merit for two reasons :First, 
because It was second-hand and a confessed 
imitation of what the Pust-DisPaTtcH had 
done, and second, because the ministers feel 
that they occupy a delicate position by virtue 
of their calling and they did not wish to pose 
before the community in the light in which 
this contest would place them. They meet 
regularly every Monday morning to talk over 
affairs of the churches and matters of general 
interest to them, and at the meeting this 
morning of the Methodist Episcopal minis- 
ters the following resolution was introduced 
and passed unanimously: 

THE RESOLUTIONS. 

Whereas, A certain daily newspaper in this city 
proposes to send to Europe and Palestine the most 
popular minister in St. Louis securing the majority 
= Bases ae lied selling a Sabbath edition of the paper, 

Resolved, That as Methodist Episcopal! ministers of 
St. Louis we denounce such an offer as discourteous 
to our sacred office and insist upon our names not 

being used in such connection. 

There were some very strong expressions 
on the subject but there was only one opin- 
ion. Several ofthe ministers were seen and 
they generally declined to say anything 
further, preferring to stand simply upon 
their official action, but one who did not 
wish his name to be used, spoke quite freely. 

**I have not seen the ministers of any other 
denominations,’’ tie said, ‘‘but I imagine 
thatthey have the same feeling we have; 
thata newspaper in endeavoring to bring 
itself into notice has entirely ignored our 
wishes and our feelings. I will be charitable 
and say that Ithink it was done in ignhor- 
ance, not in malice, but still it 
was incumbent upon us to resent it for cer- 
tainly everyone must see what a disagreeable 
position ministers of the gospel are placed in 
when they areheld up before the public as 
men who are willing to let their names be 
used in a voting contest. 
just ty secure a trip abroad at the expense of 
a Sabbath newspaper which has used them 
for its own purposes. We are servants of 
God. Our business is to save souls and 
meekly to perform our offices to suffering 
mankind, and I can conceive of 
nothing more hideously grotesque 
than one of God’s ministers running 
like a race horse for a prize. I suppose if 
the contest waxed warm they would be bet- 
ting on which one of us would win. I won- 
der how Brother Mathews would feel if he 
heard that betting men were giving odds on 
him, or Brother Masden. I imagine they 
would not be in a mind to  »preach 
the simple doctrines of Christianity with 
a spirit of meekness the next Sunday, but 
would rather recognizethat they are now in 
the church militantand buckle onthelir ar- 
mor to do battle. No, to permit our names 
to be used in this contest would be 
to depart from alljthat modesty which 
should surround a minister. It would bea 
manifest impropriety, so gross that we felt 
the necessity of forbidding it at once.’’ 

BAPTISTS DON’T LIKE IT EITHER. 

At the meeting of the Baptist ministers this 
morning the question of entering into the 
trip-to-Europe contest was not touched 
upon, but several of the ministers had very 
pronounced opinions on the subject. 

Dr. Ford was asked what he thought of it 
and said: ‘‘I will not express my opinion, 
but I have one nevertheless.’’ 

Dr. M. L. Thomas of the Lafayette Park 
Church said: ‘‘One of the deacons of my 
church came to me yesterday and asked me 
to introduce a resolution to-day not to take 
any part in the thing, but there was so much 
being done of more importance that it did not 
come up.’’ 

Most of the ministers preferred to reserve 
their opinions on the subject and would not 
say what they thought. 

The Methodist ministers, however, ex- 
pressed the opinion which is general among 
the clergy, and their action will no doubt be 
followed by similar action on the part of 
other denominations. 


FIVE BOYS DROWNED. 
Their Skiff Capsizes in the Pittsburg Dyke 
Ed 


Shortly before noon to-day five boys of a 
party of twelve crossing the river in a skiff 
fromthe foot of Spruce street to Pittsburg 
dyke were drowned in the eddy 
which was very strong at the 
latter place shortly before 12 
o’clock to-day. The sight was witnessed by 
the officers, crew and passengers on the 
Russell Hinckley ferryboat, which was 
just making a landing on the [linois side,

HOW THE AFFAIR OCCURRED. 
The boys were across the river, 
which is very much agitated ot cellga le 


end by the horrified witnesses, saving the 
twelve occupants struggling in tl water im- 
mediately afterwards. 

A HEARTRENDING PICTUS. 

The youths who could swim stuck out for 
the Ulinois shore and three o!fthem were 
rescued by the crew on the landin; ferryboat. 
The scene was a most extting one, 
the floundering, struggling and drowning 
youths presenting a heartrendim picture. 
to the beholders. Every effort wa made to 
save the almost exhausted boys, jut before 
assistance could be effectually remlered five 
of them had sunk to rise no more. 
Capt. I. Orane of the _ = ferryboat 
commanded his crew to do eveything in 
their power, which was very litle at the 
time, their boat having wheeled qound un- 
til several of the unfortunate joung men 
were almost directly under the prow of the 
boat, making it almost impossibp to get at 
them. The passengers who hear{ and saw 
this declare that they jan never 
forget a sight so horrible. 

DROWNED WITH HIS DOG. 

One of the most peculiar scene of the ca- 
lamity was the drowning of John Bourg and 
‘his faithful dog Fannie, the two lisappear- 
ing together, with the man’s closely 
locked about the dog’: neck. 
The dog started for tle shore 
when the boat capsized, but upon/finding its 
young master to be still strugging in the 
water, turned back and swam tc where he 
was helplessly striking about inthe water. 
The spectators heard her wiine, and 
even once bark, just as she reahed young 
Bourg, who was almost powerles by this 
time. Throwing his arms about the faithful 
dog, who wastrying to save hin, he drew 
her down with him, and aeither of 
them was seen again by any of 
the witnesses. The dog, which it seems, 
was the first to realize that th) skiff was 
doomed, had jumped overboard, and when 
she turned back had almost gained the 
Illinois shore. But turning back she 
met her death by her faithfuljess to her 
owner, and when they are found nany of the 
spectators contend that it wil be with 
Bourg’s arms tightly locked abo the dog’s 
neck in the iron grasp of death. | 

John McMahon, one of the mea drowned, 
seemed to have lost his head inthe excite- 
ment, floundering out toward the inner cur- 
rent, and after a long struggle 
succumbed, and sank Rast be- 
fore assistance reached him, He 
could not swim and his frantic efforts to save 
his life were most pitiful. His ilea seemed 
to have been to make as much ef®rt as pos- 
sible to keep afloat until he couldbe reached, 
but he tired out quitkly and 
sank below the muddy watir. During 
his efforts to save himself he consantly called 
out for help. It was soon evidgmt that he 
would go down before the skiff @ the ferry- 
boat could reach him. 

JOHN BOURG, SR., SEFT. 

This afternoon John Boum, S&r., a 
cousin of the man of the 
same name, who was drowned, was found at 
his home, 709 South Second street, where his 
father has acoal yard. He was still very 
much excited from the recent occurrences, 
but told a very connected story of how the 
accident came about. 

‘**This morning twelve of us boys secured 
a skiff and started across the river, as we 
have often done before,’’ he said, ‘‘and as 
usual, in fooling about, rocked the skiff from 
side to side by swaying our 
bodies. It was noticed that’ the river 
was running highcr than usual, but 
being accustomed to such it was not consid- 
ered alarming, and we rowed across without 
mishap. The load was rather heavy for the 
boat, but by pulling hard the three 
other rowers and myself managed to 
keep = it steady, despite the rush.- 
ing water, which often splashed 
into the boat. We were near the Illinois 
shore when the eddy at the Pittsburg dyke 
caughtthe boat and bezganto whirl it, de- 
spite our most strenuous efforts to 
keep it from going towar¢ the shore. It was 
a hard fight, and once I thought we 
had won, when the bat gave a sudden 
lunge, capsizing and throwing every one into 
the water. It was horrible to see all those 
fellows, more than half of 
whom I knew could not swim, 
thrown thus into the water and compelled to 
swim ordie. I knew at that mdment as well 
as I do nowthat the men who could not 
swim were doomed to certsin death as 
I could hardly keep myself above the 
water, owing to the powerful eddy wpyich 
we werein. The only thing formeto 4d as 
to strike for the shore as fast as possible, 
which I did, arriving there almost exhausted 
from the severe exertiov, though I claim to 
be fairly active and more than cmmonly en- 
during while in the water. Being 
among the first to arrive on 
the shore I saw considerable of what passed 
afterward. Isaw my cousin, John Bourg, 
grasp his dog about the neck, ani within a 
few moments sink beneath the water, not 
rising once. It was a territie sight to 
witness, especially when it meant 
sure death to attempt to rescue 
the drowning men, There was nothing to 
do but stand and see them slowly but surely 
exhaust their strength and then sink below 
the waters. 

A NARROW ESCAPE: 

**My eyes seemed to have been fascinated 
by the manifest efforts of young Tony Bardal 
to save himself. He was going out to- 
ward the current, but seemed 
to have some object in view, I 
finally discovered that it was a floating log, 
which he was attempting to reach, and 
though he could hardly swim at all, 
he was making a splendid effort 
to save his life. Once I turned 
my eyes awayasI saw his head disappear 
under water, but when I looked up again 
there he was, struggling away with 
all his might and main to 
reach the tree, to which he hoped 
to cling until he could be rescued. The boy’s 
efforts were carefully watched by all those 
present, and their hope or despair fluctu- 
ated according to the way he was progressing, 
toward the tree trunk. The tree was about 
to float by him, when he made one more 
effort to reach it, being successful. His suc- 
cess was greeted by cheer aftercheer and 
the boy answered back by moving his head 
to and fro, Ris hat being gone and his hair 
streaming down his face in wet 
strings. A lifeboat from the ferry- 
boat Hinckley started after the 
brave youngster, but before they could over- 
take him the transfer boat Mulligan picked 
him up. The last I saw of Tony was on the 
deck, as he moved his hand back at. the peo- 
ple who were standing on the shore. He was 
answered by another rousing cheer. 

CAPT. CRANE’S STORY. 

Capt. I. Craneof the ferryboat Hinckley, 
tells a most interesting story of 
the drowning, and why the 
terrible call for help could not be answered. 
The skiff, it seems, on capsizing, floated 
awayeso fast that not one of the men 
were enabled to reach it. The cap- 
tain asserts that this was one of the most 
sorrowful scenes in ,his experience on the 
river, which has extended over an entire 
lifetime of more than forty years.

The Husband’s Account of His Troubles 
at Home—Holds His Son-in-Law Re- 
sponsible for Most of Them—His Offorts 
Toward Reconcilation With His Wife. 


The Papin divorce case was takenup again 
in Judge Valliant’s court this morning, and 
nearly the whole forenoon was consumed in 
the examination of Mr, Leon J. Papin, the 
defendant in the case. 

Witness said that the reason his family 
moved from Stoddard street to School street 
was because they owned the School street 
house, the property having been given to his 
wife by his mother. The removal to 
Stoddard street from Meramec street was 
made without his knowledge. He knew that 
the family were going to move somewhere 
in the vicinity of St. Bridget’s Church, but he 
didn’t know towhat house they were going 
or even that they were going to move on the 
day they did move, He went home as usual 
to their Meramec street residence about 6 
o’clock that evening, but found the house 
vacant. He found that the family 
had moved, and up to 9 
o’clock that night he was 
searching for them and he finally found them 
after 9 o’clock in a house on Stoddard street. 
Witness denied that the family removed from 
Lynch street or from Adams street, or moved 
from any place or at any time on account of 
failure to pay the house rent. He was behind 
once or twice on his rent. 

PROVIDED FOR HIS FAMILY. 

Witness said that he had been Deputy Clerk 
of the 8st. Louls Circuit Court under six 
or seven Clerks, dating back to 1852. He re- 
ceived from $1,00a yearto$™0amonth. He 
had always given his wife money, but could 
not state the exact amounts, as he had never 
kept any accounts. He was very careless in 
keeping accounts and never in his 
life either gave or took a re- 
ceipt, except at the urgent request 
of the other party. He knew, however, that 
he had paid his wife the larger portion of his 
income from all sources, He had not had 
employment all the time, and when out of 
employment had not contributed so much to 
his family’s support as when receiving a reg- 
ular income. Uptothe time, however, that 
some oftheir children were grown, he had 
supported the family with a very little outside 
assistance. His parentsand her parents con- 
tributed at times, but not very much. He 
estimated that within the last seven years he 
had given his wife for the support of the fam- 
ly nearly $9,000.

WRIGHT’S LABOR REPORTS. 

An analysis of the cost of production in 
various leading industries and the direct 
labor cost of the same in different sections 
of this country and in Europe is forth- 
coming from the pen of Col. CARROLL D. 
WRIGHT by order of the United States 
Congress. 

Some of the reports already finished 
have a most instructive bearing on the 
tariff’s effect on wages. Col. WRIGHT 
finds, for instance, that at twenty-six 
Northern furnaces the average cost of 
producing a ton of pig iron is $13.93, while 
the average at twenty-four Southern fur- 
naces is only $10.75. This difference of 
$3.18 in favor of the Southern furnace is 
greater than the direct labor cost of pro- 
ducing a ton either North or South, and in 
spite of the fact that wages are supposed 
to be higher in the North it is found that 
the average labor cost is $2.34 per ton in 
the South and only $2.20 in the North. This, 
however, may only illustrate the fact that 
the best-paid labor is generally the best 
and cheapest. But at one of the Northern 
furnaces the direct labor cost is $4.41 and 
the total cost $15.28 per ton, which shows 
that the Southern furnaces could double 
their rate of wages and still produce the 
iron cheaper than some of the Northern 
furnaces. 

The extreme variations of labor cost and 
total cost shown by Col. WRIGHT’s figures 
are all found, it must be remembered, be- 
hind the same tariff wall. It does not 
prevent the labor cost at one American 
furnace from being double the labor cost at 
another. The same figures go further and 
show that one Northern furnace which 
pays $9.44 per ton for labor produces iron 
at a total cost of $13.97, while another 
which pays $4.41 for labor per ton cannot 
produce iron at a less cost than $15.28 
per ton. 


THE ANTI-TIGHTS CRUSADE. 

Theatrical managers are vociferously cry- 
ing down the protest against the display of 
the female form in stage entertainments, 
which in some places is taking the shape of 
stringent legislation prohibiting the use 
of tights on the stage or of advertisements 
in which partly nude figures are repre- 
sented. 

Asamatter of fact, however, the re- 
sponsibility for these extreme measures 
rests with the managers themselves, many 
of whom abuse for profit or permit upon 
stages under their control the abuse of the 
custom of wearing tights in _ theat- 
rical productions. The protest is caused 
by the extent of this abuse, which 
has undoubtedly become a public evil. 
The stage is degraded by exhibitions of 
female nudity not inthe slightest degree 
required by the esthetic orartistic de- 
mands, but introduced merely as a profit- 
able appeal to prurient tastes and without 
regard to their vicious results. Decency is 
frequently shocked by these exhibitions 
and in the absence of any apparent inclina- 
tion on the part of the stage to reform 
itself the moral sense of communities is 
stimulated to overzeal, perhaps, in cor- 
recting its demoralizing tendency. 

That the protest assumes an unreason- 
able form in some cases is not so much due 
tothe prudery of the men making it as 
to the indecency of some theatrical man- 
agers. There is occasion here for serious 
thought on the part of the respectable ele- 
ments of the dramatic profession.

A TARDY WHINE. 

The uncirculated Republic this morning 
makes the following allusion to the Post- 
DISPATCH:

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The Offexiing Young Woman Beaten Un- 
til He Assailant Dropped From Ex- 
haustpn—A Husband’s Strange Con- 
fessioi Leads to the Assault—Mrs. 
Rothneier Tells Her Story. 


The neighborhood of Twentieth street and 
St. Louis egvenue is just now much exercised 
over a se ational cowhiding that took place 
last Saturfay shortly after noon, in which 
two youngwomen figured prominently. At 
the time mamed the people near 1914 St. 
avenue heard cries of pain 
proceeding; from the second story of 
that flat, md the voice apparently being that 
of a woma) several gentlemen started up the 
steps. Bui no sooner had they done so than 
a woman, afterwards learned to be Miss 
Minnie Meer of Venice, Ill., was seen to 
emerge from the back door, followed by Mrs. 
J. E. Rothneter, the young and handsome 
lady of the house, who was wielding with 
astonishing rapidity and force a cowhide 
which she mrried inher right hand, every 
blow bringhg forthacry of pain from Miss 
as she retreated down the steps 
and into thi alley The victim appealed for 
assistance In vain to the men standing 
around. Blow after blow came down upon 
the retreaiing woman. Her cries brought 
together qite a gathering of people allof 
whom loojed quietly on, seeming to have 
madeup tgeir minds tolet the two ladies 
settle thef difficulty between themselves. 
The chase| was east down the alley to N ine- 
teenth streit, every step being occasion for 
Mrs. Rothneler to strike Miss Meyer another 
blow. Twftethe latter was knocked to the 
ground, he! face by this time being com- 
pletely covered with blood. Finally Mrs. 
Rothmeter fainted from mere exhaustion, 
and was guickly carried into her house by 
neighbors. Miss Meyer went into the office 
of Dr. Bohrenburg at 1916 St. Louls avenue 
and had hernumerous wounds dressed, 

LE\IDING UP TO THE SCENE. 

About théist of March last Miss Meyer, 
who is an old acquaintance of Mr. Roth- 
meter, came from Venice, Ill., to pay her 
old friend’s wife a visit. The latter Was de- 
lighted to meether husband’s friends, and 
took the new acquaintance into her confi- 
dence. The wife saw nothing wrong in her 
husband’s attentions to Miss Meyer, 
but the neighbors thought his con- 
duct towards the visitor a little 
suspicious. Mrs. Rothmeier heard some 
whisperings from the neighbors, but paid no 


attention to them, having the most implicit. 


faith in her husband, who, in her presence, 
though polfte to Miss Meyer, did nothing that 
would arouse the wife’s jealousy. Finally 
Miss Meyer left for home in Venice the first of 
last week, and things settled down to their 
usual routine. But on last Friday the hus- 
band made certain statements to his wife 
which aroused her toa high pitch of indigna- 
tion. 

She determined to be revenged on her rival 
for her husband’s affections and sent for her. 
Miss Meyer, not suspecting what was in store 
for her, came to the house and was assaulted 
as described, 

ENTICED ACROSS THE RIVER. 

Mrs. Rothmeler was seen at her home at 
1914 St. Louls avente this morning by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter, and freely told how the 
sensational scene tame to occur. 

**Last Friday morning,’’ began Mrs. Roth- 
meter, ‘‘I looked upon Minnie (Miss Myer, as 
one of my best friends, but whenI had heard 
my husband’s confession, I could not be still 
and determined to have vengeance upon the 
woman.I hai never known until at that 
time wha: jealousy really was. 
If she had been a young 
gir§ I woull have been willing to have 
let her off with herown conscience, but she 
being fully years old determined me to do 
something that would warn her not to again 
try to separate a husband and wife who are 
living happily together. The worst thing I 
thought of was to at least ruin her beauty, 
and with thisendin view I sent my younger 
sister, who lives with me, overto Venice to 
invite Miss Meyer over to attend the matinee 
with me Saturday afternoon. They arrived 
shortly befare noon, I having in the mean- 
time procured a strong cowhide which I was 
determined to use with all the strength that I 
possessed. It would have been possible to 
have thrown vitrol on her face, but that was 
too horrible even to contemplate, and I gave 
up such a notion directly after thinking of it. 
Itis hard totell how I suffered before the 
time of the arrival of my sister and Miss 
Meyer. All kinds of thoughts entered my 
mind, only to be dismissed as entirely too 
severe a remedy for the occasion. Directly I 
heard steps on the stairs, and I knew that 
my sister had arrived with Miss Meyer. The 
latter came bouncing into the room with a 
loud laugh and expressions of pleasure, 
crossing the room and starting tothrow her 
arms about my neck. 

\. DESCRIBES THE COWHIDING. 

**Quickly withdrawing my right hand, 
which contained the cowhide, from behind 
me, I struck her across the face with all my 
strength, she. grabbing at the weapon, but 
failing to catch It. 

** *Why do you strike me?’ she asked. 

**Foranswer Itold her thatI would give 
her the matinee she had come to attend, 
again striking her, this time across the 
shoulders. As I did so I told her what my hus- 
band had confessed to, whereupon she started 
torun. As she turned I struck her another 
blow across her right cheek, which staggered 
her tothe wall of the room and bringing 

lood which trickled down her face very pro- 
fusely. With this she started to rnn, I follow- 
ing her. By this time I was so excited thatI 
did not notice where I was striking, my only 
knowledge of how I was affecting her 
being her cries for help. She 
ran down the back steps into 
the alley, to which place I followed 
her, strikinga blow at every opportunity. 
We were only a few steps from the bottom of 
the steps when I struck her a blow that felled 
her to the ground, but I was unable to strike 
her while she was down, being completely 
exhausted myself. I remember her begging 
the bystanders to interfere, but they did not 
do so, probably because they understoo@ the 
case. She finally got up from the ground, 
whenlIstruck her again, when she turned 
her bloody face toward me. This completely 
unnerved me, and all I remem- 
ber is that sudden darkness came 
over my eyes, and I felt myself 
falling. When consciousness returned, I was 
lying on a bed in my room, with several 


neighbor ladies doing all in their power to 


bring back consciousness. Again that bloody 
face came up before me, and once more I 
fainted. The neighbors were kind and gave 
me whatever I desired, and about 4 o’ clock in 
the afternoon I felt better, and Sunday morn- 
ing Was able to bearound the house. The 
people who saw things pass between my hus- 
band.and Miss Meyer have since told me, and 
on account of this corroboration I do not fee! 
in the least ashamed in chastising the woman

THE WILSON MURDER CASE. 


Old Man Davoust’s Slayer Brought Into 
Court. 

The work of empanelling a jury totry the 
case of the State against Charles Wilson was 
commenced in the Criminal Court this morn- 
ing. The defendant, a 20-year-old boy, is 


charged with murderinthe first degree in»: 


the killing of Laro A. Davoust. 

The deceased was a tailorand kept a small 
shop on the west side of Eleventh street, 
between Olive and Locust streets. About 2 
o’clock, on the morning of Oct. 29, 1890, OMi- 
cer Reedy of the Central District saw a 
light in the shop and started down 
Eleventh street to investigate. Just as he 
reached the door Wilson sprang from the room 
and dashed away. Riedy gave chase and 
followed the fugitive up the alley to Twelfth 
street, overhauling him at the foot of 
the Grant statue. Wilson nad under his 
arm a pair of pants. Riedy naturally 
supposed the case was simply 
one of burglary and turned over the prisoner 
to Officer Little to be taken to the Four 
Courts. He then retraced his steps to the 
tailoring shop to see what had been taken. 
He entered the open door and struck a match. 
By means of this faint light he was enabled 
to see the outlines of Dovoust’s form as 
he lay prostrate on the floor at the side of his 
bed. The light flickered out and Riedy 
stooped to rouse the man, thinking that he 
was merely asleep, but withdrew his fingers 
at the touch of warm blood. Another match 
enabled the now horrified blue-coat to see a 
jagged wound in the man’s throat. 

Riedy then gave the alarm. An ambulance 


carried Davoust to the City Hospital. He was- 


unconscious, but rallied sufficiently to iden- 
tify the prisoner when taken before him. He 
died the following day. The police have at 
all times held tothe theory that Wilson 
entered the shop for the purpose of robbery, 
was surprised by Davoust, who was sleeping 
in the place, and used his knife rather than 
submit tocapture. The prisoner, however, 
tellsa decidedly different story. He says 
he had been in st. Louts less 
than a week, coming from Alabama, 
and working as a compositor at a Third street 
printing house. Hesays thaton the morn- 
ing of the 29th inst. he took to Davoust a pair 
of pants to be repaired. When he went for 
the garment at 8 o’clock that night the tallor 
told him to return at 12. It was after 10 
o’clock. before he was around again, 
however, and Davoust was in bed. Wilson 
claims that the old man rose and admitted 
him to the shop, but refused to give him his 
pants and made suggestive advances. When 
he tried to leave the place, he alleges that 
Davoust locked the door and  ap- 
proached him, carrying in his band a 
short stick. He says that he 
first ordered the man to stand away and then 
stabbed himinthe throat with his knife as 
he rushed forward. Hethen took his pants 
from the rack and left the place. 

The greater part of to-day was spent in the 
selection of a panel of forty-seven eligible 
jurors from which the jury of twelve will be 
chosen totry the action. No evidence will be 
taken until Wednesday. T.S8. Burnett rep- 
resents Wilson, while a secret society, of 
which the deceased was a member, has re- 
tained Marshall F. McDonald as special coun- 
sel for the State. 


ST. LOUIS AND MEXICO. 


Remarkable Growth of the Exports From 
This City. 


On Thursday Robert Blanchard of Zacate- 
cas, Mexico, arrived in this city, where he 
is visiting friends. Mr. Blanchardis an old 
St. Loulsan, who for years has been engaged 
in mining operations in Mexico, Arizona and 
New Mexico, and has also been much inter 
ested inagriculturein the former country. 
‘*IT have just made purchases of mining ma- 
chinery and agricultural implements,’’ said 
Mr. Blanchard, ‘‘for use in Mexico, 
and will invest for others much more 
extensively in this direction. Within 
the last eighteen months, especially 
within the last year, there has been an im- 
mense changein the Mexican market. En- 
glish tools and machinery are going out, and 
are being replaced by those of American 
manufacture. The reason is that the latter 
are better adapted to our needs than those 
manufactured on the other side of the ocean. 
Conditions agriculturally in Mexicoare very 
similar to those in the United States. Much 
of the land has never been thoroughly 
brought under cultivation, and withthe ex- 
ception of a small strip in the valley it 
is cheap. Fine farming is not required, 
and many of the agricultural implements 
brought from England, while admirably 
adapted to theirs, are not suited to our needs. 
In addition, labor-saving machinery In farm- 
ing is much more important in Mexico than 
most people imagine. Labor, it is true, Is 
cheap, butat certain seasons it is necessary 
to dothe planting and reaping as rapidly as 
possible, so as to take advantage of, or to 
avoid the rainy season, asthe case may De. 
Such machinery has been brought to far 
greater perfection in the United States 
than in England, and would long ago 
have superseded the British product had 
the American manufacturers only taken 
more pains to inform themselves of the 
Mexican needs. They are doing so now, and 
with the result that their trade within the 
last year anda half has been fully doubled. 
The trouble with the American farming im- 
plements was their weight. They were not 
too heavy for the stock employed on farms 
in this country, but-were too much for Mex- 
ico, The Mexican saddle horse is excellent, 
but the draft horse is light, while many 
farmers use oxen or even burros. The 
Mexican ox is but. a calf alongside 
of that from this country, and is not able to 
drag the heavy breaking plows that are re- 
quired for cultivation in many parts of the 
country. The same thing applies to the culti- 
vators and reapers and mowers. Lately, how- 
ever, a lighter grade has been put upon the 
market, and in consequence there is a perfect 
rush for American implements. I know that 
at the present time in Zacatecas it is hard to 
sellanything but American tools, whereas 
two years ago everything was English. 
Heavy mining machinery from England is 
still sold, but the American prospecting tools 
are the favorite. St. Louls is certain to reap 
more advantages fromthis trade than 
other city, as this city isnot only the head- 
quarters of the agricultural implement trade 
of the West, but is also nearer Mexico, 
Within a year its business is certain to be at 
least quadrupled.’’

Father Shermam Officiated at St. Michael’s

Rev. Father Thomas Sherman, 8. J., sonof 
the late Gen. W.T. Sherman, delivered the 
discourse atthe forenoon service of St. Mi- 
chael’s Church, Eleventh and Clinton streets, 
yesterday.

CARRIED OFF BY A BEAR. 


The Fate Supposed to Have Befallen a 
Child in Michigan. 


HART, Mich., April 12.—The disappearance 
of little 5-year-old Eddie Lips has caused great 
excitement in this city.

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REV. DR. BRIGGS’ CASE. 


HIS ORTHODOXY DISCUSSED BY THE NEW 
YORK PRESBYTERY. 


Shall He Be Confirmed as Professor of 
Theology in the Union Seminary?— Here- 
sies of Which He Stands Accused—The 
Doctor’s Ill-Health. 


New Yor«, April 13.—The meeting of the 
New York Presbytery, which will take place 
to-day, will probably be one of extraordinary 
interest. Not only is there a large amount of 
routine business on hand in preparation for 
the session of the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church, which meets in Detroit 
next month, but the election of officers for 
the next six months will take place, and 
most interesting of all, the question of the 
orthodoxy of the Rev. Dr. C. A. Briggs, pro- 
fessor of Biblical theology inthe Union The- 
ological Seminary, may comeup for consid- 
eration, 

The active agitation that has been going on 
among the more conservative members of 
the Presbyterian Church in all parts of the 
country against the confirmation by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of Prof. Briggs in his present 
position has been second in the general inter- 
est which it has excited only tothe question 
of confessional revision. Indeed, the matter 
is practicallya part of the revision question, 
as Prof. Briggs has been looked upon as the 
head and front of the movement for a change 
in the standards. 

ORIGIN OF THE CHARGES. 

Itis, however,in his address delivered at 
his inauguration as Professor of Biblical 
Theology in January that Prof. Briggs seems 
to have most outraged the feelings of the ex- 
treme conservatives of the church. Since 
that time the hottest kind of a theological 
dispute has been conducted in the Presby- 
teries and in the columns of religious news- 
papers. In the course of the debate Prof. 
Briggs has received some very hard knocks 
and considerable abuse. Dr. Briggs has not, 
however, been by any means without his de- 
fenders. 

Prof. Briggs’ opponents will probably bring 
up to-day charges accusing him of heresy, 
and a committee will be appointed to inves- 
tigate his utterances and beliefs. 

There is no question in the minds of many 
Presbyterians that there are ample grounds 
for such a proceeding. To this end are quoted 
such passages from Prof. Brigg’s address on 
the ‘‘Authority of Holy Scriptures’’ as ‘‘I 
shall venture to affirm that,so farasIcan 
see, there are errors in the scriptures that no 
one has been able toexplaim away, and the 
theory that they were not in the original 
text is sheer assumption upon wh’ch no 
mind can rest with certainty.’’ And, ‘‘We 
find there are errors of transmission of the 
scriptures. There is nothing divine in the 
text—in its letters, words or clauses. The 
Bible as a book is paper, print, binding— 
nothing more.’’ 

MA¥ BE POSTPONED. 

Prof. Briggs has been fi for the past week, 
and it is thought possible that out of consid- 
deration for his health, the proceedings may 
be postponed until next month's Presbytery 
meeting. The Rev. Dr. Harshaw, pastor 
of the Fifty-first Street Presbyterian Church 
and the present Moderator of the Presbytery, 
said yesterday that he had not heard that the 
matter was to be brought up at this session. 
Prof. Briggs also had not received any inti- 
mation of such action. -It is urged, however, 
by some, that at leasta committee should be 
appointed to look intothe matter. The trial, 
if such there should be, would not occur until 
fall. 

Mr. John I, Covington, who is one of the 
most outspoken opponents, although a lay- 
man, of Prof. Briggs, said last night* that he 
thought there was no doubt that the Pres- 
bytery would take some action to-day. 

‘*Prof. Briggs,’’ he sald, ‘‘certainly has a 
right to his belief, but he has no rightto re- 
mainasateacher of Presbyterian doctrines 
after giving utterance to his views about the 
confession of faith and the Bible.’’

IN THE ARENA OF SPORT. 


HOW INTEREST IN BASE BALL HAS BEEN 
| REVIVED. 7 


Pitcher King’s Desertion of the St. Louis 
Club—The Fitzsimmons-Hall Affair— 
Gossip of the Race Track—Sporting 
News of All Kinds. 


People who have been claiming what base 
ball was dead in this city received a knock- 
out blow in the attendance at the game 
played at Sportsman’s Park yesterday after- 
noon between St. Louis and the Cincinnati 
Association team. It was one of the larg- 
est gatherings ever seen on the 
ground. The weathers was perfect’ for 
Dall playing. The sky owas clear 
and the bright sun shed a genial warmth 
that took all the chill out ofthe April atmos- 
phere without rendering the day in the least 
too hot. Not only were all the seats crowded 
but the roofs of the stands and buildings were 
a black mass of people, and the crowd were 
standing around the entire field five or six 
rows deep. Ground rules had to be made al- 
lowing only two bases to be taken ona hit 
into the crowd. It is estimated that there 
were 15,000 people on the grounds. The 
gathering shows conclusively how interest 
in the game here has been enlivened 
by the American Association cutting loose 
from: the National League and national 
agreement. Not only did they meet the ap- 
proval of their patrons by thus asserting 
their manhood, but they have got together 
much stronger teams and are furnishing bet- 
ter ball. If the Association can only give 
the people here a good article of base Dall 
they can always rely ona generous patron- 
age.

The news from Pittsburg that J. Palmer 
O’Nell of the National League team of that 
city metand signed Pitcher Charles King of 
St. Louis at Hamilton, O., Saturday, did not 
fallupon the people of this city like a thun- 
der-clap. In fact it was universally believed 
here that if King had not already signed with 
the Pittsburg Club, there was a well-de- 
fined agreement between them that he would 
do so. In fact, the chances are that he had 
signed a Pittsburg contract long ago, but 
dared not make this fact public, as Pitcher 
Mark Baldwin of Pittsburg was undpr a 
charge here of criminally conspiring with 
J. Palmer O’Nelil and others to get King to do 
do. Assoon as the charge against Baldwin 
was dismissed the St. Louls pitcher Jumped 
his contract with the club here and signed 
with Pittsburg. It Is more than 
likely that King did sign a 
Pittsburg contract Saturday, but it 
was probably the second he had signed with 
thatelub. Nothing could be more natural 
than that he should sign a second contract 
after Baldwin’s discharge by thecourt here 
soas tomake itappear thatthere was no 
foundation for the charge atthe time of the 
ex-Columbus twirler’s arrest. Baldwin has 
filed a suit for $20,000 damages against Presi- 
dent Von der Ahe for. malicious prosecution, 
but this suit will hardly be pressed in view of 
‘ action and it was only filed,

It is said that King 
is to receive a salary of $5,000 for the season 
from Pittsburg, and also has a written guar- 
antee that that club will bear the expenses of 
defending any suit which the St. Louis club 
may bring against him. Mr. Von der Ahe 
will probably not attempt to keep King to his 
contract, but will bring a civil suit for dam- 
ages laterin the season. King is said toown 
real estate here, and even if he has nothing 
at present which could be levied upon to make 
good a judgment, he will inherit money some 
day, and a judgment obtained against him 
could be renewed from time to time at little 
trouble orexpense and held over his head 
forever unless he pays it. King is a very good 
pitcher, but young Griffiths, whom the club 
secured in his place, promises to prove fully 
as effective, and if he does he is a much more 
valuable man, as he still has several years of 
service before him, while King, if he does not 
prove an exception to the general rule, will 
soon commence to deteriorate, for pitchers 
do not remain effective for any great number 
ofyears. It can scarcely be said that King 
has injured his reputation any by jumpinga 
contract. This would have been the case 
with an ordinary player, but not so with 
King. His work here in 1889 gave him a repu- 
tation that even contract jumping will not 
harm. What a beautiful lot of Dall-players 
J. Palmer O’Neil has! Half his team are 
contract jumpers. It is barely possible that 
his team may play honest base Dall, but it 
willl be hard to make the public believe it.

An experienced judge of 
racing suggested that the judges’ stand be 


instead of directly over it, maintaining, with 
excellent argument, that with such an ar- 
rangement fewer wrong decisions would be 
made in placing horses in close finishes. The 
writer is of the same opinion. The judges 
are too close to the track. We all know to 
our cost how oftena horse winning on the 
outer rail, under the judges’ noses, is en- 
tirely overlooked. There are other reasons, 
quite as strong, why they should be situated 
further back. Edward Smith, who had half 
acentury’s experience as a member of the 
staff of Bell’s Life, speaking of close finishes 


ays: 

Jockeys make mistakes sometimes and so 
do judges. Constable, who was a most super- 
ior, trustworthy fellow, and who did a great 
deal of riding for a youngster, as he has told 
me, was quite sure that a horse which ran 
close under the judge’s chair andcame with 
arush, orwas quite away at the lower side 
of the course, sometimes escaped the judge’s 
eye. Whentwoorthree horses were racing 
in the center, and, after he had made up his 
mind asto who must be among the first 
three, suddenly something tears by him 
which he sees is a horse and he is in two minds 
where to place him. Constable told me that 
when riding he often got asecond when he 
thought his place was third, and vice versa 
and sometimes a first unexpectedly. 

‘*Ionce experienced a bitter disappoint- 
ment inavery big race for a considerable 
stake. The Judge made a great mistake and 
overlooked a horse of mine entirely, which 
rushed just under his nose almost. The fact 
was palpable that the horse was first by nearly 
two lengths, and the judge, whom I knew 
for years afterwards and respected greatly, 
told me that it was a mistake anda bad one. 
Directly the horses were past the post my 
jockey was waiting to ride back first, when 
the rumor spread like wildfire that my horse 
was not placed. On passing the chair my 
jockey said to the judge: ‘Have not you given 
this race to me?’ and on receiving 
areply in the negative he gave the judge a 
volley which was quite overwhelming, but in 
racing law utterly unjustifiable. A minute 
or twoafterward the jockey was before the 
club In the presence of them and the judge, 
who had gone straight tothem. The charge 
of bad language and imputation of dishon- 
esty on the judge’s part were just being 
opened when one of the most honored and 
honorable men on the turf rushed in and 
said: ‘Letus lock the door; this is a tremen- 
dous mistake. That jockey’s horse is not 
even placed and he won by about twolengths, 
and every one saw it. It cannot be put 
right now, asitought tobe. You had better 
let the whole matter drop and let the charge 
of bad language be withdrawn, for the provo- 
cation was extreme.’ I had the sympathy of 
some ofthe best men on the turf and good 
friends of the Judge all my life, but it was 
hard lines. Itlostme a very large sum of 
money, but Ihadsomany irons in the fire 
I found time to forget it, for 1 knew that it 
was anaccident and Iknewit was my best 
policy to say nothing. On the quiet the 
second money was paid me.’’
